REJECTED BY EZETA 


The Propositions for Peace Made 
by the Diplomatic Corps. 


Conditions Imposed Upon the Vic- 
tor by the Vanquished. 


The Resumption ef Hestilities Probabie— 
Austria's Pelicy in the Balkans the 
Bole Menace te Peace—Lerd Salisbury 
Congratulated Upen the Settlement of 
the Anglo-Portuguese Dispute—A Move- 
ment te Aid Ireland—Great Strike of 
the Belgian Miners—Cyclones in France 
and Switzerland—Fereign News. 


San SALVADOR, Aug.22.—The propositions for 
peace made by the diplomatic corps to Pro- 
visional President Ezeta imply the abandon- 
ment of the autonomy and independence of 
Salvador. It is affirmed here that these prop- 
ositions were suggested by President Barrillas 
of Guatemala. Naturally there is much dis- 
pleasure manifested in political circles. Hos- 
tilities which have been suspended up to this 
time are liable to be resumed at any time, as 
President Ezeta has declared that he will 
not submit to the dictation of Pres- 
ident Barrillas, and it is currently re- 
ported that he has definitely decided 
to reject the proposed treaty. President 
Ezeta was asked yesterday to give an idea of 
the demands made by President Barrillas, and 
he said that the proctocol, as submitted by 
Guatemala, demanded that Vice-President 
Ayala assume the executive power and ar- 
rango for the election of a President. Presi- 
dent Ezeta replied: 

„The proposition to place the late Vice- 
President, Dr. Ayala, in the presidential 
chair, is preposterous on the very face of it. 
Not that I would care if any other man who 
pleased the people of Salvador should re- 
place me as President of the Repub- 
lic, but Ayala is a traitor to 
his country and is recognized as 
such by his compatriots for having allied him- 
self to the Honduras troops in order to attack 
his fellow countrymer on hie native soil. I 
most strenuously object to having any condl- 
tions imposed upon me, andI cannot believe 
Dr. Galindo, Salvador’s representative in 
Guatemala, was fully consulted, or such a 
protocol would never have been presented to 
me for my signature. It is like signing my 
own death warrant and that of the people of 
Salvador. I shall reject the protocol in 
toto. 

A prominent official connected with Ezeta’s 
Government said yesterday that it was 
thought here that President Ezeta had 
not been fairly treated by the diplomatic 
corps and especially by the United States 
Minister. The negotiation for peace should 
have taken place on the soil of Salvador, as 
it was Salvador who was both the victor and 
the aggrieved party. It was reversing all in- 
ternational procedure and making the van- 
quished party dictate terms to the victorious 
one. 

The Spanish Minister to Central America, 
Senor Arellano, arrived Wednesday from 
Guatemala and was in close conference the 
whole day with Gen. Ezeta. President Ezeta 
has expressed a desire to await the arrival of 
Gen. Alatorre, the Mexican Minister to Cen- 
tral America, before attempting to conciude 
any peace arrangements with Guatemala. 


Mexico’s Minister. 


NEw YORK,Aug. 22.—A specia) from the City 
of Mexico to the Herald says General of 
Division Ignacio Ballatoir has been appoint- 
ed by President Diaz as aspecial minister to 
Central America, resident in Guatemala, with 
instructions to actas mediator between San 
Salvador ana Guatemala. He has just left San 
Francisco for his post. 


The Anglo- Portuguese Statement. 


LONDON, Aug. 22.— The papers are congratu- 
lating Lord Salisbury upon the successful set- 
tlement of the dispute between England and 
Portugal, which at one time threatened to re- 
sultin war. Thougha conflict at arms with 
Portugal could hardly have ended otherwise 
than ina victory for England, the popular 
feeling was very strongly averse to a resort to 
force, andthe peaceful conclusion of the af- 
fair ia hailed with pleasure by all classes and 
parties. The sentiment of the English peo- 
ple, displayed throughout this controversy, is 
a striking indication of the change which has 


gradually come over the public mind in re- 


cent years in regard to war. Some years ago the 
mere fact that Portugal was asmall and weak 
nation would not have been regarded as any 
reason from refraining from a war which 
promised to add a considerable areaof valu- 
able territory to Great Britain’s rich domin- 
ions. The war with the brave little commn- 
nity of Boers in South Africa ia a proof of this 
fact, and it can hardly be doubted that the 
shame which that barbaric crushing of a lib- 
erty-loving and inoffensive people reflected 
upon England is largely responsibie for the 
change of feeling referred to. Lord Salisbury 
has, by his course in the Portugal affair, re- 
covered some of the prestige which had been 
lost on account of the illsuccess of many of 
his efforts in home pollties.

througbout the world, has been busy since 
his return to Great Britain investigating the 
condition of his Irish estates. As a result he 
bas determined to reside permanently in Cork 
in order to be near his property and and per- 
sonally supervise ite management. He isa 
thorough Irishman and believes that the 
prosperity of both the people and the land- 
owners would be promoted if the latter would 
more generally reside on or near their estates 
and make themselves part and parcel of 
the community where Weir financial inter- 


ests are located.

It is expected that a 
national subscription on a large sale will 
soon be undertaken for the purpose of fur- 
nishing sufficient food for the inhabitants of 
the stricken districts. 
ONLY HALF A CROP. 

Reports from twenty - ve centers of popula- 
tion in County Donegal show that the potato 
blight is greatest in congested districts like 
Falcarage and Gweedore, where the crop isa 
total failure, Buteven in the richer parts of 
the county there is less than one-halfof the 
average crop. 


Archbishop Fabre’s Trip to Reme. 


MONTREAL, Aug. 22.— Archbishop Fabre will 
leave Montrealon Wednesday next en route 
for Rome, accompanied by his private secre- 
tary. Prayers for the safety of the Archbishop 
will be offered in the churches on Sunday. It 
is rumored that the visit of the Archbishop to 
Rome has to do with the amalgamation of the 
Victoria and Laval medical schools and with 
the Longue Pointe contract with the nuns. It 
is also reported thatthe Archbishop will be 
raised to the Oardinalate before his return. 


A Theater Audience ef Clergymen. 


LONDON, Aug. 22.—The performance of 
**Judah’’ at the Shaftsbury Theater was a 
unique occasion owing to the character of the 
audience, which was composed entirely of 
clergymen. A special invitation had been 
sentout to the clergy andthe acceptances 
were s0 general that the theater was uncom- 
fortably crowded, The reverend gentlemen 
pressed themselves well pleased with the 
performance and the subject matter of the 
piece. 


Belgian Miners Strike. 


BRUSSELS, Aug. 22.—The strike in the Bor- 
inage district is spreading. To-day 8,500 
miners quit work, making a totalthus far of 
11,500 men on strike inthe district. Meetings 
have been held at Jemmappes, Guesmes, 
Quaregnon and Frameries, in which the miners 
decided to continue the strike. The police 
were not aljowed to be present at the meet- 
ings. 


Australian Shipping Troubles. 


MELBOURNE, Aug. 22.—At a meeting of 400 
employers yesterday it was resolyed to sup- 
port theship owners against the strikers. 
Employers in the capitals of the other Austra- 
lian colonies are about to make similar 
deciarations. In consequence of the strike 
the prices of coal, sugar and provisions are 
rapidly advancing. 


The Sole Menace te Peace. 


Sr. PITERSBURG, Aug. 22.—The Novoe Vremya 
says that after the calming effort of the Impe- 
rial meeting the policy of Austria in the Bal- 
kans remaing the sole menace to peace. Sin- 
cere friends of peace, it adds, ought to come 
to an agreement to remove this constant 
source of danger. 


Wrecked by a Hurricane. 


VIENNA, Aug. 22.—The Duchy of Styria was 
visited by a hurricane yesterday. The wind 
blew, with tremendous force and much damage 
was done. At Gratz, the capital of the Duchy, 
the buildings in which the National Exhibition 
was being held were completely wrecked. 


Giadstone on Land Culture. 


Lonrpon, Aug. 22.—Mr. Gladstone, speaking 
at Hawarden yesterday, dilated upon land 
culture in England. He said there ought to 
be more fruit farming. He belleved that the 
value of the land, in spite of Increased foreign 
imports, was destined to improve. 


A German Suggestion. 


BERLIN, Aug. 22.—The Post says that Russia 
oughtto prove her desire for peace by con- 
senting to an arrangement by which the three 
great powers shall simultaneously withdraw 
their troops massed on the frontier. 


Foreign News in Brief. 


An explosion occurred to-day in one of the 
outhouses of the government powder mill at 
Waltham, England. Twomen were blown to 
fragments and several others were injured.

CANNED GOOD&S. 


An Advance of 33 1-3 Per Cent Lately Made 
in Table Fruit. 


Table fruit is higher. An advance of 38% 
per cent has lately been made by manufact- 
urers. This means that to the consumers an 
advance of at least 40 per cent. Pium pre- 


serves are among the table goods that 
have been put up. Last year manufactories 
could get all that they wanted at $l per busbel. 
This yoar they are scarce at $8, and the crop 
is away benind what it was in 1889. Apple 
butter is higher owing to scarcity in the crop. 
While black berriee, raspberries and straw- 
berries have been fairly liberal in supply 
there have not been as many of them as there 
were last season, and they oo will 
cost more. There are no home-grown 
apricots, and all that are put . up 
nere are brought from the Pacific coast fruit 
fields, It is hard to geta supply, and like. 
wise there are very few pears to be had, all 
of them coming from the California 
groves. No peaches have been bad in 
and around St. Louis all that are 
being put up here coming from other pointe. 
Tomato catsup will cost mo al to 
consumers this year. Last 
tomatoes that were needed 
and preserving works could be had for 20 an 
25 cents per bushel. To-day they are selling 
on the street for $1.25 per bushel...

The Knights of Labor Leaders 
Covering All Points. 


Chief Arthur of the Engineers on 
Powderly’s Letter. 


The Kaights Need Net Look for Much Com - 
fert or Aid Frem the Brotherhood—Mr. 
Sweeney's Statement Controverted by the 
Other Members of the Laber Leaders’ 
Conference — Vice-President Webb Pre- 
pared for the Strike—The Time for the 
General Tie-Up Not Announced — Atti- 
tude ef the Engineers and Firemena—The 
New York Central Strike. 


New Yoru, Aug. 22.—This is a day of ex- 
pectancy in the railroad situation. No one 
knows what to-morrow will bring ‘forth, 
whether the great strike, which is now be- 
lieved must come, will be declared on, or 
whether it will be postponed tin Monday. 
There were plenty of rumors afloat this morn- 
ing in the corridor of the St. Cloud Hotel, 
which is now the headquarters of the five big 
Knights. The difference between the 
statements of Mr. Sargent of the fire- 
men and Mr. Sweeney of the switch- 
men, was commented upon freely. Mr. Sar- 
gent said yesterday that he and bis three col- 
leagues, the chiefs of the orders which com- 
prisethe Federation, were unanimously in 
favor of Mr. Powderly’s deolaration in favor 
of astrike and that they would advocate his 
views before the meeting of the Supreme 
Counoll, which will take place in Terre Haute 
to-morrow. When Mr. Sargent and two of the 
other chiefs of the Federation, Messrs. How- 
ard and Wilkerson, left the hotel yesterday 
Mr. Sweeney came down-stairs and told a ro- 
porter that the position of the Supreme Coun- 
oll on the matter was the same as it was be- 
fore the leading members of it conferred with 
Powderly and that the four chiefs were not 
unanimously in favor of a strike. 

SARGENT RIGHT. 

Messrs. Hayes, Wright and Devlin criticised 
Mr. Sweeney’s statements rather unfavor 
ably thie morning. Mr. Hayes said: 

„Mr. Sargent was the only one of the four 
who was authorized to speakon the subject. 
What he said was not only correct, but so far 
as the four chiefs were concerned was official. 
He voiced the sentiments of Messrs. Wiiker- 
son and Howard when de made the state- 
ment, and Mr. Sweeney, who was present at 
the time, did not dissent. If Mr. Sweeney 
made such a statement yesterday as has been 
attributed to him he has certainly changed 
his front.

STATE BOARD OF ARBITRATION. 

At 11:30 o’clock to-day, Commissioner Don- 
ovan of the State Board of Arbitration, 
reached the Grand Central Depot and went at 
once to the office of Mr. Webb. A short inter- 
view was held. Mr. Webb, when questioned 
later, said there was no conclusion reached 
Dy Mr. Donovan and himself. Mr. Donovan 
was also reticent and positively refused to say 
anything of what had taken place 
atthe interview, but added that there was 
very litth hope of a settlement being 
arrived at by means of arbitration. Mr. 
Donovan will call upon Mr. Powderly this 
afternoon. When he has placed himself in 
full posession of the facts from both parties 
he will make known the resuit this afternoon 
for publication. In case no settiement can be 
reached here, the Commissioner will return 
to Albany, where a full meeting of the State 
Board will be held. It is understood that the 
State Board of Arbitration will at once investi- 
gate the strike which it has the power to do. 

VICE-PRESIDENT WEBB PREPARED. 

A report was prevaient that possibly before 
long the mechanics along the line of the New 
York Central & Hudson River road woula be 
ordered out.

ays ago that, by allowing the men 
employed in our various shops to remain 
I was furnishing ammunition to the Knights, 
I at ouce ordered the shops to be closed and 
directed that only enough help be retained to 
perform the actual necessary repairs that 
were required each day.

Engineers Replace Striking Firemen. 


ALBANY, N. Y.,Aug. 22.—Telegrams received 
in this city to-day locate the cause of Mr. 
Powderly’s letter to Chief Arthur as occurring 
in this section. The charge is that the strik- 
ing Kaights of Labor firemen’s places in this 


city were taken bythereliefforce of en- 
gineers, thus giving practical aid to the road 
in filling vacancies. The inference drawn vas 
that the fremen are hostile to the strikers. 
Investigation shows that on the Saturday fol- 
lowing the first day of the strike 
about thirty firemen between this city and 
Syracuse left. their engines. The block 
ade notyet being raised has preeluded the 
need of filling allof these places, but such 
engines as were needed have been supplied 
by other engineers taking the places of the 
strikers ana working as firemen. It is safe to 
say that in and about this city at least ten Lo- 
scomotive Brotherhood men are ne the 
work of the strikers. The Knights of Labor 
men here claim that Chief Arthur knows 
nothing of this and that it will now de 
stopped. Of Division 46, Locomotive Eng. 
neers of this city, Patrick Haley and Thomas 
Judge are both firing on freight trains. Of 
Division 59 of East Albany, Louls Wright is fir- 
ing on a freight engine, and Chas. Fenton has 
taken the place ofa striker on the draw-bridge. 
The strikers are very jubllant over the situa- 
to-day and say they wiliyetwin. The Central 
has moved some freight this morning and the 
passenger trains are running on better time 
than last night. At West Aibany the tracks 
are being cleared and the machine shop 
opened this morning with about a third of the 
complement of men. In the police court this 
morning the four Pinkerton men charged with 
creating a disturbance on Sunday last were 
admitted to bail in the sum of $500 each,except 
in one instance where a man was charged 
with firing on the crowd, and his bail was 
fixed at $1,000. Two members of the firm of 
Weed, Parsons & Co. went on the bonds. 


Attitude of Engineers and Firemen. 


NEw YORK, Aug. 22.—Several engineers and 
firemen were seen yesterday by s reporter, 
and one and all asserted emphatically that 
there was no intention on their part of going 


on strike out of sympatby with the Kuights of 
Labor. One of the engineers said: 
We are going to pay back the Knights of 
Labor in their own coin. They went back on 
us when we were in trouble and we intend to 
get even. 
Several of both the engineers and firemen 
said that there was no agreement between the 
Brotherhood of Engineers and Firemen b 
which the engineers are pledged not to wor 
with green firemen, that there was no such 
agreementand that the engineers are at lib- 
erty to work with whomsoever they please. 
But, said one ofthe firemen, ‘‘I do not 
think many firemen would strike if ordered to 
doso. The Central railroad has never done 
anything to antagonize the members of the 
Brotherhood working on the Central road. 
On the contrary the Knights have always been 
accommodated by the company, and when 
they held their huge meetings in Alabama two 
months ago four special trains were placed at 
their disposal to carry delegates and members 
to and from the meeting. 
Another fireman, whoisa member of the 
Brotherbood of Locomotive Firemen, said: 
During my iast few trips between here and 
Aldany I have seen and talked with nearly 
every freman on the road between this city 
and Butfalo, and with only afew exceptions 
all of them say they had not thought of going 
on astrike, but on the contrary, they were 
perfectly satisfied and would stick to their en 
ines. 
. Nou see, be continued, before any fire- 
man can be ordered on strike the particular 

rievance for which the strike is to be or- 
dered must first be submitted to the local 
grievance committee for adjustment if pos- 
sible, then to the section or road committee, 
ifthe grievance is not settled; then it must 
be submitted to the exécutive officers of the 
Brotherhood and the Executive Council, and, 
as a last resort, the Supreme Council! takes 
hold of the case, and then, after all attempts 
at a peaceable settlement fail, a sirike is 
ordered, but not tillthen. If there is any 
strike in this case, it will be purely a sympa- 
thetic one. 

PECULIAR PHASES OF THE STRIKE. 

There are some culiar phases in con- 
nection with the strike, especially as regards 
the firemen, which have not been given to the 
pubjic,’’ said a fireman at the Grand Central 
station yesterday. I wishicould tell ali I 
know, butas my obligation forbids me to I 
will give you afew points for a mental text, 
The frewen are placed in a most awkward 
position and through our own foolishness.

A reporter questioned a numberof men in 
the wholesale dry s business yesterday 
on their ability to make shipments.

We are 8 in the heat of our very busiest 
season, and although freight is slightly de- 
layed other roads than the Central are doing 
everything to provide facilities for handling 
the enormous amount of goods sent to them. 
The strike is affecting our business by over - 
crowding these other lines. Our truckmen 
find it almost impossible to unload their 
goods or to have them properly bandied. We 
are shipping about $100,000 worth of dry goods 
a day, half of which would go by the Central 
were it not for the strike.’’ 

Mr. Banks of the firm of E. F. Jaffray & Ce. 
said his firm was shipping a large amount of 
freight over the Central daily, apd that they 
Dad no complaint of any delay. But of a 
dozen large dry goods firms E. F. Jaffray & 
Co. seemed tn be the only one willing to trust 
to the ‘‘:ied-up’’ roads. Some ofthe freight 
lines were so pressed for cars yesterday that 
they could not receive freight. 

A man who is one of the largest and most 
influential dry goods dealers of the West w 
here a few days ago and bought some goods 
which were still at the factory in New En- 
land, which would naturally be sent to bim 
by the Central. When asked how they should 
go he said: ‘‘Let them stay here. I can 
carry them all winter if necessary. They are 
for the very men that are making this trouble, 
and they can stay ragged until they let chem 
KO over the Central.’ 


Does Not Favor a Strike. 


TERRES Horz, Ind., Aug. 22.—Grand Secre- 
tary Debs of the Firemeu’s Brotherhood does 
not seem to think that a general strike of all 
the federation is certain, and argues that it 


was organized not to breed strikes, butte 
avoid them as far as possible. He said it de- 
pended entirely upon the action of the Su- 
preme Council. 


Quitting Nes-Union Men Refused Pay. 


BuF¥FALO, N. T., Aug. 22.—Secretary Edwin 
Kettle and all the nurses and waiters of the 
Railroad Branch of the T. M. C. A. quit last 
night. The branch consists of adining-room, 


reading-room and hospital. The reason 
given for quitting was that Supt. Chamberlain 
of tne Central car-shops insisted upon fitting 
up the branch as a lodging- house for men tak - 
ing the places of strikers. The employes 
claimed that they were not hiredtorun a 
lodging- house. o-day a few colored men 
are doing the work. The natients in the hos- 
pital department were removed to the Gen- 
eral Hospital. The fifty non-unlon men who 
— yesterday are making a claim against the 
entral road for wages and tbeir fare back 
whence they came. They stated their case to 
Supt. Burrows, who said he knew nothing 
about it, and that they should go tothe men 
who they claimed had hired them under mis- 
representation. Supt. Burrows aiso refused 
to pay them anything. The men are seeking 
legal counsel in the matter this morning. 


The State Board ef Arbitration, 


AUBURN, N. T., Aug. 22.—Florence F. Dono- 
van, a member of the State Board of Arbitra- 
tion, and Secretary J. P. Powers of Troy, 
werein this city yesterday looking after a 
number of local strikes. Yesterday afternoon 
they received an order to proceed at once to 
New York City with instructions to make a 
final appeal to Vice-President Webb for the 
appointment of a committee on arbitration to 
séttie the Central strike. Mr. Donovan left 
lastevening. Ifthe conference is not satis- 
factory the State Board of Arbitration will 
order an investigation, which will probably 
be held early next week. 


A Non-Cemmital Leader. 


ForT Wars, Ind., Aug. 22.—A. J. Yaw, 
Chairman of the Board of Adjustment for the 
Vanderbilt lines, is very non-committal on 
the intentions of the engineers, and will not 


say what the action will be. He says it re- 
mains with the engineers to decide ter them- 
selves. 


Chicago Steck-Yards Strike. 


C Modo, III., Aug. 22.—All the firemen and 
engineers employed by the Union Stock Yards 
Switching Association went on a strike for 
higher wages this morning. At noon forty 
engines, each having two men as a crew, were 
lying idle atthe Forty-seventh street yards. 
In consequence of the strike 320 switchmen 
are also idle. The switching or transfer sys- 
tem is the largest in the country, as the asso- 
clation does all the work forthe immense 
packing-houses at the yards, consequently 
all work atthe packing-nouses is ata stand- 
still. The tracks are filled with immense 


trains of fresh meat which were destined for 
outside points. The reasons for the strike 
are: The firemen receive 1642 cents an hour, 
the engineers 2scents. The firemen want 2 
cents and the engineers 30 cents. The men 
also desire the Sunday work regulated. The 
demands were made this morning to G. T. 
Williams, Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Stock Yards Co. The men refused his uest 
to goto work until their demands couid be 
considered, but struck at once. 


Illinois Central Freight Traisnmesn. 


CHICAGO, III., Aug. 22.—The delegates of the 
freight trainmen of all the branches of the 
Illinois Central Rallway held their meeting 
this morning. The scale of wages paid by the 
railway was discussed and portions were 
selected for amendment in accordance with 
the desire of the employes for a general in- 
crease of wages. The demand willbe formua- 
lated to-morrow and a committee will be ap- 
pointed to wait upon President Fish to ar- 
range an me age ay for the discussion of 
the demand. The delegates say that no pre- 
parations have been made as yet for a strike 
should their demand be relused. 


The Fall River Mills, 


Fart RIVER, Mass., Aug. 22.—Although the 
mills have only been running four days, and 
are now shut down, it is agreed that the sixty 
hours curtailment has only been an aggrava- 
tion to the market and that print cloth manu- 
facturing cannot be continued long under 
existing conditions. Some of the mill men 
argue that the help should now share in the 
hard times and a cut-down of wages is talked 
of. The Progressive Weavers’ Association 
last night indorsed the efforts of the manu- 
facturers to curtail the production and sug- 
gested another week’s stoppage.

A YOUNG GIRL’S DEATH. 


WHY CARRIE MAY WALKER TOOK AR- 1 
SENIO AND LAUDANUM. ae 


Another Stery of a Young Mah’s Perfidy 
and the Suicide ef His Victim—A Hard- 
Working, Respectable Girl Beined in a 


Down-Town Resort After Drinking Too 1 


Much Wine. 


There is a sad story behind the death of 
Carrie May Walzer. The deceased, a17-year- 
old girl, lived with her parents at 2004 Frank- 


lin avenue. She was pretty and prepossess- 
ing and her parents adored her. On last 
Wednesday evening she swallowed a dose of 
poison. Yesterday morning she was dead 
and to-day an inquest was held in the case. 
Carrie May Walker was the victim of @ 
young man’s wiles and in the story 
of her -downfall is a lesson from 
which all ean learn. The girl was 
only 17 years old and had 
been most carefully reared. Her parents, 
however, were in poor circumstances, and a 
year ago the daughter set out to assist in 
making a livelihood for the large and rapidly 
increasing family. She obtained employment 
in a small restaurant across the street 


from her home and was exemplary in 
her habits, Her employer and her many 
friends make aflidavit to this. As soon as 
day’s work was done she doffed her apron 
and went to her home, spending her even 
assisting her mother in the discharge of the 
household duties. She seldom went out to 
Places of amusement, and even then only in 
the yong — of some member of the family. 
But she listened to the seductive words ofa 
fiend in human form and fella victim to the 
remorse following her first wrong step. 
THE GIRL MISSING. 

On bast Friday evening the girl did not re- 
turn home from work. Her mother waited 
late and then sent another daughter to 
restaurant. She learned that Carrie had gone 
at the accustomed hour. On Satur- 
day evening the girl made 
ys semen ys She seemed greatly 
depressed in spirits and in answer to the anx- 
lous inquiries of her parents replied that she 
had been at the house of a lady friend. She 
refused to talk over her absence, and at once 
retired to her room. Her mother followed in 
a little while, and found her weeping and 
moaning on the floer. She soon 
became quiet, however, but re- 
fused to taik. She went about the 
house listless and moody fora few days, ne- 
glecting her work and spending the greater 
portion of her time in the seclusion of her 
ewn little room. On Tuesday she did not rise 
and was found unconsciousin her bed. Dr. 
Vawter was called and found that she had 
taken polson. The girl admitted that she 
had swallowed arsenicand said she wanted 
to dle. Nota word as to the cause of the act 
could her physician or parents get from the 
sufferer. She lingered until yesterday morn- 
ing in great agony and died with her secrat 
unteld, She will be buried to-morrow. 

The girl’s desperation is shown 
in the manner in which she ended 
her existence. Having determined to 
put away ber troubles in the grave she had 
gone to a neighboring drug store and pur- 
chased a quantity of arsenio, telling the clerk 
that she wanted the poison to kill vermin. She 
took the dose at her home and waited in her 
room until late in the evening for death to 
come. The poison did not show its effect, how- 
ever, and sbe returned to the drug store. 
The clerk noticed that she appeared pale and 
excited, but thought little of it. She told him 
she had the toothache and bought a quantity 
ofa mixture ef laudanum and chloroform. 
Thisshe also swailowed.. This was on Tues- 
day evening. She lived until Thursday, when 
her whole system collapsed. 

BOW SRI WAS LED TO RUIN. 

It is now learned that on Saturday even 
a young man who is employed in a 
street publishing house became intoxicated in 
a Franklin avenue saloon and made boasts 
that he had the evening before accomplished 
Carrie Walker’s ruin. ald he had 
enticea the girl down-town 
resort after she work on 
Friday evening, had givon her wine and had 
kept her in the place until late the follow 
day, too drunk to realize the depth to whic 
she had fallen. Even at that moment his 
victim was planning self - destruction, 
while he was  gleating the 
accomplishment of his most 
purpese. The accuracy of the conclusions 
which are drawn from this story become 
more and more evident when it is known th 
the 22 of the girl have since learned tha 
she had not been neur the house of the lady 
friend with whom she saidshe had staid on 
the Friday night which she spent away from 


ome. 

The parents of the girl are heart broken 
over the affair and cannot speak concerning 18 
without breaking down. It was first reported 
that the girl had been driven to suicide the 
abuse of her father, who bad reproacbed her 
forrunning away. Mr. Walker. insists that 
this is not in any sense correct. He 
states on the contrary thas 
while it was at first his intention to reproach 
the girl for remaining away he had refrained 
from any severity whatever on account of his 
daughter’s strange actions and evident suffer- 


ing.

Horrible Accident on the Mount 
Penn. Gravity Railroad 
Near Reading.

A Runaway Car Crowded With 
Passengers Dashes Down 
the Mountain Side. 


Halt a Desen Passengers Killed and Many 
Injured—- Cause of the Accident—A Plieas- 
ure Party Drowned While Boating—The 
Blue Island Explosien—OCircus Train 
Wrecked at Shelbyville, Mich.—A St. 
Louis Man Fatally Injured—Lost While 
Being Launched—Casualties. 


READING, Pa., Aug. 22.—A horrible accident 
occurred this forenoon shortiy before 11 
o’clock, on the Mount Penn Gravity Railroad, 
a mountain route encircling Mount Fenn, 800 
feet above the City of Reading. The road was 
opened five months ago and has been doing a 
good business ever since. The ears 
were taken from a point on the 
outskirts of the city to the 
top of thé mountain, a distance of five miles. 
On returning the cars were allowed to go 
down the mountain by gravity by way of an- 
other route to the point of starting. This 
forenoon at about 10:30 a car contalning about 
eighteen passengers was taken from the sta- 
tion to the top of the mount- 
ain. This consumed about thirty minutes. 
On top of the mountain there is a high 
stone-tower where the passengers are allowed 
to alight to enjoy the scenery for thirty miles 
around. There are different stories asto the 
cause of the accident, but it appears that 
when the tower was reached, the point where 
the gravity portion of the road commences, 
the engine was detached, when thecar rah 
away while the passengers were still on board. 


The distance to the point of starting is five | 


miles, and it is estimated that this was cov- 
ered by the runaway car in about three min- 
utes, the car attaining a feartul speed, esti- 
mated ateighty miles an hour. It remained 
on the track to the foot of the plane, goirg 
around all the curves, while the passenges 


“shrieked in their fright and several juinped 


off. When the car reached the 
station at the foot of the plane 


it jumped the track and rolled downa ffty- 
foot embankment, where it landed upside 
Gown with the passengers imprisoned inside. 
The greatest excitement prevailed and soon a 
large crowd gathered. Doctors and ambu- 
lances Were sent for and the dead and Injured 
removed. Four were taken out dead. Among 
them were: 

CHARLES RETTEW, aged 55, conductor of the

Five Persons Drowned.

It is be- 
lieved thatthe boat was caught in a — 14 
wash from one of the Sound steamers whic 
was passing atthe time and that when the 
boat began to rock the women became panic- 
stricken, suddenly jumped up and caused the 
boat to capsize. The relatives and friends of 
tle unfortunate Victims are still here hoping 
that the bodies will be found. A number of 
boatmen went to search for the bodies, but 
the severe storm Which set in compelled them 
to return to the shore. The Victims were all 
young people and lived in New York.

The Wilkesbarre Cyclene. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., Aug. 22.—The city has 
been thronged with sight-seers from the 
country round about and the price of provis- 
ions has advanced largely in view of this fact.

GREAT PROGRESS IN BAISING VALUES. 


A $31,000 Sale of Vacant Property on the 
Natural Bridge Read, Where Many Other 
Heavy Investments Have Been Made 
Lately—The President of the Mechanics’ 
Exchange on Building Improvements. 


The additional advantages insured by the 
construction and completion of the Merchants’ 
Bridge over the Mississippi in affording a 
cheaper and more ready means of shipping 
goods out into various sections of the country 
have alréady given a wonderful impetus to 
the vast industries of the city, but 
nowhere is the renewed activity 
so apparent as in North St. Louls 
where extensive new workshops are being 
built, and ecommodious additions made to 
large manufacturing plants that have been 
doing a prosperous business in that locality 
for a good many years. Many ot the old in- 
dustrial plants sre doubling their capacity, 
and some of them even with their increased 
facilities are compelled to opperate 
with both a day and a night 
force of mechanics in order 
to keep abreast with orders for manufactured 
articles which are pouring in upon them from 
all quarters. The lumber interests, which 
have always had acommanding position in 
the commerce of the north end, is growing 
continually and even now has assumed huge 
proportions much in advance of the business 
done in that line during any previous year, 
and the same may be truthfully said of all 
north end Industries, exception being made 
of no special line.

4 $300,000 Contract for Pumps te Be Also 
Let—The Board ef Public Improvements 
Meeting—Municipal Assembly Meetings 
Te-Night—The Broadway Blockade. 


A committee of the Board of Public Im- 
provements spent the entire morning in try- 
ing to decide the best way of applying about 
$1,000,000 of the city’s money. Several dozen 
Plans were spread over the board-room table 
and several cagds of paper were consumed in 
figuring. The plans were those of the new 
Settling basins for the new water works. 
There will be six of these when all are done, 
and each one of them will cover an area of 670 
x400 feet. The walls of these must be built of 
solid masonry, on heavy concrete founda- 
tions. The division walls must be of the 
best stone masonry, and the whole 
affair bullt 80 as to laat 
for years and stand a tremendous pressure of 
water. To show the extent of the work a 


comparison can be made from the statement. 


that to use one quality of cement in prefer- 
ence to another of slightly inferlor quality 

lll make a difference in cost of between 
30,000 and $40,000. To build four of thesix 
basins Commissioner Holman estimates it will 
cost a little over $700,000. 

The basins are estimated to hold 22,000,000 
gallons of water each and handle 100,000,000 
gallons with thirty-six hours’ settling. 

The water is pumped directly into these 
basins, which are located at the Chain of 
Rocks. There it is allowed to settie for 
thirty-six hours, the basins being used in ro- 
tatien. From there the water flows down the 
easy slope of the conduit to the works at 
Bissel’s Point, nearly seven miles away, 
where it is pumped into the standpipe for dis- 
tribution over the entire city. The conduit is 


nearly finished and the contracts for the 
basins will be soon advertised. Shortly after 
the bid for pumps, amounting to about $300,- 
000, will be awarded. 


4 Treubie Over Tracks. 


The report of the bridge engineer, Carl 
Gayler, on the controversy over the Twenty- 
first street bridge andthe Terminal Railway 
Co. was submitted to the board to-day. After 
the work of building the bridge was com- 


menced Mr. Taussig, representing the com- 
pany, came in and asked that one of the piers 
be moved to the northward as it interfered with 
the tracks of the company. The matter was 
referred to a committee, and Mr. Gayler asked 
fora report. Mr. Gayler says that he gave 
the company the location of the piers over a 
year ago, and again some time before 
work was commenced. Neither . notifica- 
tion was heard from, and it was not 
until the work was actually commenced 
that the company cane along with its pro- 
test. Mr. Gayler says that itis now impossi- 
ble to move the pier, as doing so would ne- 
extensive changein the bridge 
‘avd cut off all traffic along Scott avenue. 

The matter was referred to the committee to 
see if the location of the piers had ever been 
approved.

THE LYNCHING OF HENDERSON, _ 


Bravado of the Brutal Murderer of Farmer 
Satterwhite. 


LEXInGTon, Ky., Aug. 22.—There is ‘still 
great excitement at Versailles and vicinity 
over the lynching of John Henderson, the 
negro murderer of Farmer Satterwhite, brief 
particulars of which were telegraphed to the 
Post-DIsPATOH yesterday. The following is a 
complete account of the affair: 

During a heavy rainstorm the keeper of 
Woodford County Jail, R. W. Shipp, was 
awakened by some one calling. He asked 
what was wanted. 

„We have a prisoner from Frankfort and 
wish to put him in your jail till daylight. 
— the answer that came out of the dark - 

ess. 

The jailer sent his deputy, Ed Yogel, down 
stairs with the keys. hen Yogel opened the 
door he looked into the muzzileof a big re- 
volver. The owner of the pistol said that he 
wanted John Henderson, ‘‘and you must give 
us the keys,’’

handed them over and about 
fifteen closely masked men marched into the 
corridors. They lookea for Henderson for 
several minutes, one of them remarking, 1 
don’t see him. We will have to make Yogel 
bring him out.’’ 

At that moment Henderson walked out of 
nis cell and with the most abandoned bravado 
exclaimed in aloud voice: ‘‘I killed Gil Sat- 
terwhite; I suppose I am the man you are 
looking for.’’ 

„Tes, replied the spokesman, ‘‘we do 
want you. Come with us.“? 

The negro went with them uncomplaining- 
ly. Outside the jail they were joined by ten or 
fifteen more masked men. The entire party 
went out to the Frankfort Pike, about a mile, 
and stopped under a locust tree in front of G. 
M. Fishback’s residence. One man had an 
inch and a half seaweed rope. This was soon 
tied around Henderson’s neck and the spokes- 
man said to him: 

Nou can now pray; we intend to hang you 
to this tree.’’ 

The negro kneeled down. At that moment 
a flash of lightning illuminated the victim’s 
biack features, and he made a most piteous 
appeal to the Almighiy to save his soul. Not 
one word of confession, bowever, escaped his 
lips, nor was there any appeal to the angry 
men around him. When be had finished his 
supplications he arose and in a firm voice 
said: 

Jam ready. 

„All right,“ replied the leader of the mob, 
and willing hands strung the body of Satter- 
white’s slayer inthe air. When his feet were 
a little more than a foot from the ground the 
other end of the rope was made tight and the 
men stepped away. For fifteen minutes the 
body ewayed back and forth, the legs moved 
upanddown and then all was still. Twoof 
the men approached the banging man and, 
after feeling of his pulse, pronounced him 
dead. All then mounted their horses and rode 


away. 

When Mr. Fishback arose at 5 o’clock in the 
morning he saw Henderson’s body hanging to 
histree, He went to Versailles and notified 
the Sheriff. The latter went for the Corener 
and that officer heid an inquest. The verdict 
was that Henderson came to his death by 
hanging atthe hands of persons as yet un- 
known. The body was buried at the county’s 
expense. 

Satterwhite, the victim, was a white man 
and a farmer. His father-in-law, James 
Gilllam, the turfman who brought vat many 
celebrated horses, lives at Eminence, Ky. At 
the time ofthe killing Mrs. Satterwhite was 
visiting Gilliam’s home. Henderson 
claimed to have found Satter- 
white in a compromising condition 
with Mrs. Henderson by the bedside. He 
confronted them and was shot in the shoulder 
by Satterwhite. The negro drew a razor and 
literally hacked his victim to pieces, com- 
pletely severing his head from his body. His 
story is not believed by the people of the 
neighborhood, who think Henderson took 
this method of wreaking vengeance upon the 
farmer by whom he had been employed, but 
who bad recently discharged him for miscon- 
duct. Henderson’s wife is in jali as an acces- 
sory. The negroes are much excited over the 
lynching and it is feared they will adopt some 
method of revenge for what they seem to 
think was the murder of Henderson. 


IN FAVOR OF THE BEER SELLER, 


Judge Rese ef Dakota Kenders an Im- 
portant Decision, 


JAMESTOWN, N. D., Aug. 22.—Judge Rose 
has rendered a decision in the original pack- 
age matter which applies to both the Dakotas. 
The case was that of the State against Jobn 
Bergen, who dealt in original packages at 
Valley City, N.D. The complaint was that he 
sold liquor in violation of the new prohibitory 
law, and a restraining order was asked. Judge 
Rose holds that the law when enacted was un- 


constitutional. He said Congress, having the 
sole power to regulate commerce among the 
States, and not having granted power to 
the States to jegislate prohibiting 
the importation and sale of intox- 
icating liquors at the time the legislative as- 
sembly of the Stateof North Dakota enacted 
the said act, the State was without authority 
to pass the act and it was void when passed 
and inoperative so far as it prohibits the im- 
portation of ingpxicating liquors. The Judge 
declined to pass upon the ciaim that the law 
is still null for the reason that the acts com- 
plained of were committed prior to the pass- 
ing of the Wilson bill by Congress and hence 
that law cuts no figure in this case. The in- 
ference is plain, however, in his decision that 
he would hold the statutes still null whena 
case is presented to him involving that point. 
He decided the provision against im- 
portation unconstitutional at the time 
it was passed, and the only question re- 
maining to be decided is whether it was 
by the Wilson bill revived and made oper- 
ative. A case of beer was decided to be a 
case of twenty-four original packages. He 
decides, however, that original package deal- 
ers are amenable to the State laws if they 
permit liquor sold in original packages to be 
drunk on the premises. On this point he 
says, while the importer can import his mer- 
chandise into the State and sell such at any 
place therein and may keepaplace or house 
in which to store and sell it, yet as soon as he 
has sold the beer and it has passed into the 
hands of the purchaser and it has thus be- 
come a part of the property of the State and 
subject to its law, he ceases to be an importer 
and becomes amenable to the laws of the State 
in so far as he invites and — 1 urchasers 
to assemble and drink the beer he Las sold on 
his premises. Bergren having permitted 
liquor to be drunk on his premises Judge 
Rose granted an order, restraining him from 
the further selling of liquor.

THE pocaL SITUATION. 
St. Louis Democrats who have the true 


| nterests of their party at heart cannot fail 


to find much in the local political situa- 
tion, particularly in the Congressional 
districts, to cause disquiet and gloomy 
forebodings. | 

Despite the severe lessons which the 
respectable Democrats of the city have 
given the bosses and boodlers and the 
heavy sacrifices of party success which 
have followed attempts at corrupt 
schemes and boss dictation the disreputa- 
ble elements of the past have not been 
sufficiently humbled. The loss of the 
three city Congressional seats in the pres- 
ent Congress is due in large measure to 
party revolt against disgraceful bossism 
in the city and State machines, and yet 
the bosses and boodlers are engaged in 
dangerous attempts to control these very 
nominations for their own selfish pur- 
poses. , 

In the Eighth District the personal 
schemes of the city administration are 
complicated with an outrageous plan to 
inaugurate a campaign for boode only. 
The first move in the game was an at- 
tempt to levy an assessment on the can- 
didates for the nomination to the amount 
of $3,000, which would have been little 
short of highway robbery. In the Ninth 
District the greasy hand of City Attorney 
BUTLER, whose shameful conduct in his 
present office has brought disgrace upon 
the city, is reaching out for the honor of 
the nomination. Back of him are the ward- 
heelers and thugs, whom he and his 
friends control and who compose ‘the 
worst element in the city’s politics. 

There never was a time when the Dem- 
ocratic party was more in need of and 
desired more earnestly victory in Con- 
gressional elections. Doubtless the local 
bosses and boodlers are counting upon the 
needs and desires of the party to whip 
voters into line at the polls, but they may 
be disappointed.

It is to pay for this work according to 
contract that the old, baseless, fraudulent 
and rejected claim has been indorsed bya 
party vote in Congress.

‘*Stationary temperature in the Signal Ser- 
vice means a variation of less than 4 degrees. 
Now I will proceed to verify my prediction.’’ 

Consulting the record book of August, 1889, 
it was found thaton only two days bad there 
been a greater change in the minimum tem- 
perature than 4 degrees; on only six days had 
there been a greater change than 4 
degrees in the maximum temperature, 
and on only five days had there 
been a greater change than 5 degrees in the 
mean temperature.On only three days was the 
weather otherwise than fair. The ergy 
direction of the wind was from the north. 
The percentage of verification was tempera- 
ture, 84; weather, 90, and wind, 46,

Everyone thought he had done wonderfully 
well until one of the mathematicians of the 
Coast Survey showed that if he had predicted 
no tornadoes at all his percentage would have 
been 2 per cent higher.

Bishop Dubs’ Friends Make a United Charge 
Upon the Ksherites. 


CLEVELAND, O., Aug.  22.—Certain promi- 
nent members of the minority party’’ ia the 
Evangelical Association will take the most 
important action of their lives this morning. 
The friends of Bishop Dubs have collected 
their forces and to-day will make a united 
charge upon their entrenched enemies—the 
Esherites, so called. The three bishops of the 
church have been accused of various deeds 


unbecoming ministers of the gospel withinfthe 
last year. The three bishops were suspended 
pending the final action in thelr cases by the 
General Conference which will not be 
held before October, 1691. Bishop Dubs ac- 
cepted the results of his trial and has not at- 
tempted to assume the Episcopal office since 
his conviction. Notso with the others. They 
have deciined to accept the judgments of the 
courts and bave proclaimed themselves as 
still occupying the Episcopal offices. A peti- 
tion will be filed in the Court of Common 
Pleas to-day for an injunction to restrain 
Bishops Bowman and Esher from exercising 
Episcopal authority and to compel the man- 
agement of the publishing house to re- 
port upon its business and to recng- 
nize certain conferences excommunicated 
by the deposed bishops; to order 
the Missionary Society to give to certain con- 
ferences money appropriated for missions 
within their territory, and to force the edi- 
tors of the church periodicals to be impartial 
in their comments of all members of the asso 

ciation, and to publigh communications from 
the friends of Bishop Dube as well as from his 
enemies. There are other steps in the pren- 
ises Which the court is asked to take,and upon 
the result of the litigation undoubtedly de- 
pends the future of the denomination. 


PETTY SMUGGLING, 


Dutiable Merchandise Passed Through the 
Mails at San Francisco. 


New Tonk, Aug. 22.—Many packages of 
dutiable merchandise come to this country 
through the maite from Europe. Importers 
frequentiy prefer to have goods in small 
quantities come through the mails because it 
is cheaper ahd sometimes quicker. Special 
treasury agents are always stationed at the 
Post-office at New York and other points to 
intercept such packages and hold them till 
the consignee has paia the duty. For a long 
time past there have been complaints that the 
treasury agents apd customs authorities at 
San Francisco have been careless in their 
work of inspecting such dutiable parcels as 
came by the Asiatio and other malle which 
are landed in this country on the Pacific 
coast. Packagea addressed to merchants 
in this country which have come by way of 
the San Francisco mails have been examined 
for the first.time at the New York Post-oflice, 
when, as a matter of duty, they should have 
been overhauled at San notsco. It is sur- 
mised that many dutiable articles which have 
been addressed to consignees in the interior 
cities have been allowed to be delivered with- 
out the payment of duty. Inu this way a sys- 
tem of petty 1 permitted 
through neglect in San Francieco and has de- 
frauded the customs reveaue of much money. 
The necessity of an evernantes of this matter 
hes been brought to the attention of the 
Treasury Department by the complaints of 
the post-office people and special agente at 
the New York Custom-house, and an officer is 
to be detalled at Washington to make an in- 
vestigation at San Francisco, similar to that 
which took place at Boston, where the same 
sort of petty smuggting used to be permitted.

Thefirms represented are Pad- 
dock, Hawley & Co., fron; Rice, Stix & Oo., 
dry goods; Shapleigh-Cantwell Hardware Co.; 
Hargadine, McKittrick & Co,, dry goods; Har- 
ris, Meyer & Boogher, dry goods, and the 
Greeley-Burnham Grocery Co. They are here 
to protest againstany changes in the classifi- 
cations or reduction in differentials, which 
they claim would be deadly to the interests of 
the jobbing trade of St. Louis. 

„The application, if granted, remarked 
Mr. Dwight Tredway of the Greeley-Burnham 
Grocery Co., vould mean ruin to the Texas 
trade of our big wholesale grocers, whom it 
would affectin much greater ratio than any 
other line. The trouble is all about the fourth 
clase, and if they alter that so as to piace a 
differential rate of l4cents against St. Louis 
we will be shut out of the market, Of course 
we use the water route to a certain extent, 
shipping by steamboat to New Orleans and 
then by coasting steamship lines to the Gult 
ports. Galyeston merchants assert that the 
difference in mileage should be in their favor, 
and we respond that the yuestion of mileage 
is an obsolete figure that has not been called 
up in railway circles for an indefinite number 
of years. We have to contend with the 
competition of jobbing points 
in Texas which distribute goods 
throughout the State at rates that practically 
shut out New Orleans and St. Louls. O, yes, 
St. Louis is in with us onthis fight and asks 
only the same recognuition.’’

The statistics of | 
year, which I have at hand, and of the y 
before, show some notable changes, and 
anyone who has watched the immigrants wit 
care, prove that a ebange for the better is 
taking place in the character of those who are 
seeking homes in this country. 
PAUPEK IMMIGRATION. 

„»The law forbidding the landing of pauper 
immigrants has had a far more wide-reach- 
ing effect than those not familiar with the 
situation imagine. It has mot only caused 
thousands to return who had reached this 
side of the ocean, and prevented tens of 
thousands from attempting to cross, but it 
has made the steamship agents very careful 
as to the character of the passengers they re- 
ceive, as they have to take back all who are 
not allowed to land. One result has peen 
a very decided decrease in the number of 
immigrants. In 1888 there landed at Castile 
Garden 393,595 emigrants. Last year the ném- 
ber was only $15, 288, a decrease of 68,367. Ot 
those who landed at Castle Garden only 298,08 
could be fairly classed as immigrants, as 17,148 
were men and women wbo had revisited their 
native countries and returned to the United 
States. Such a falling off in numbers is notice- 
able, but mot nearly so remarkable as the 
change in the character of those who come, 

SWINDLING NEW ARRIVALS. 

„The old-fasnioned emigrant, possessing 
nothing in the world buta bundletied at the 
end of a stick, a wife and a numerous and 
youthful family, bas about disappeared, 
and deen replaced by those who 
have snug sums of money, and 


some definite plan for making aliving. It 
would astonish one who has had no ex- 


ow ignorant some of them are. They think 
that on landing they will be met by men anx- 
ious to give them work, and that there will be 
a regular fight to secure their services. When 
they find that this is not the case, they are 
furiously indignant, and are inclined to con- 
sider the Castle Garden officials as responsible 
for their disappointment. This idea exviains 
how so many are taken in by snarpers’ tricks 
which seem too plain to deceiveachiid. Itis 
bard to imagine a more helpless individual 
than the ignorant emigrant who has just 
landed. He knows nothing of 
country or its customs, and is an 
easy victim for the first swindler whom be 
meets. That more are not victimized is due 
to the unappreciated efforts of the excellent 
Castle Garden detective force. The most no- 
ticeable feature of the immigration of last 
year was the falling off of the Italian contin- 
gent. The striet enforcement of the law 
against paupers has reduced this to littie more 
than half of the previous year’s count. There 
were only 27,216 Italians landed in New York 
last year, aguinst over 50,000 during the pre- 
vious season. The same course has reduced 
the Bohemian influx to 4,897. 

FIGURES FOR THE YEAR. 

»The Jrish contingent is also decidedly 
smaller, being but 40,790, not much more than 
half of the number of the German immigrents, 
who were 60,809 strong, and headed the list. 
The English come third, with 29,061, and the 
Scandinavians fourth, 24,842 coming from 
Sweden and 2, 167 from Norway. There weie 
few Poles, only 2,875, and but 4,432 frqm 
France. The Russian immigration . 
creased, amounting to 26,327. For so small a 
country, Switzerland sent a very large delega- 
tion, 6,752, and most of these were skiiled 
laborers. Taken altogether the swiss averaged 
higher than any other nationality. There 
were 8,889 Hungarians, a slight decrease, and 
13,656 Austrians, a decided increase. The 
Danish contingent was large, 6,967, and 
Scotch smallerthan usual, 6,719. The habit 
of emigration of the different nations of 
Europe was clearly shown to have little to 
do with „ as some of the 

oorest races sent ve small contingents. 

here were but 88 Spaniards and 18 Portu- 
guese. From Turkey there were but 260, 
mostly fairly prosperous merchants, from 
Greece only 103, and but 18 Australians. The 
nations who sent too few representatives to 
be separately classed contributed 899.

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MES- REUBEN GRAY’S ALLEGED ASSERTION 
ABOUT SER HUSBAND. 


The Damaging Story of a Young Man Named 

lin— He Alleges That Mrs. Gray 

Asked Him to Buy Arsenic to Poison Her 

Husband—Dr. Newberry Brings Gray’s 
Kidneys Here te Be Examined. 


HE investigation in 
the Gray case is not 
at an end by any 
means. The report 
of the initial test 
made by Dr. Luede- 
king at Washington 
University on 
Wednesday was but 
a preliminary to the 
final examination. 
Yesterday evening 
Dr. Frank Newberry 

arrived from Frederickstown, having in 
charge the liver, kidneys, a portion of the in- 
testines and a part of the lungs, which he had 
taken from Gray’s body on the receipt of the 
ws telling that quantities of arsenic had 
sen found. This morning he met Dr. Luede- 
ing in the Coroner’s office at the Four 
Oourts and turned over to him the parts. Dr. 
Luedeking will at once commence work on a 
second analysis, and hopes to be able to make 
a final report in the case by to-morrow night. 

THE CASE CAUSES EXCITEMENT. 

Dr. Newberry says the whole country in the 
vicinity of Frederickstown is in a terriple 
state of excitement over the affair, and ac- 
knowledges that threats of violence to Gray’s 
widow are heard on every hand. His account 
of the investigation which led to the discov- 
ery of the evidences of crime varies but little 
from the one origmally given. He said: 

Gray was a young Englishman and came 
to Madison County with considerable money, 
how much no one was ever able to ascertain. 
He bought a valuable farm, stocked it with 
the best that could be purchased in the yicin- 

y and settled down to the quiet life he seemed 
Soon he married the daughter of a 


neighbor. The girl had not borne the best of 
reputations in the vicinity, but no one could 
openly say anything wrong of her. 

ne two lived unhappily together and fre- 
quently separated on account of the attach- 
ment which Mrs. Gray showed forone of her 
former lovers. Once she left him and, it is 
alleged, lived with the young man for several 
weeks in Indiana. Gray made up his mind to 
give herup ana was making arrangements to 
dispose of hie property, telling one of his 
friends that he would go to Colorado and try 
mining fora while. 

Then he was taken sick. This was on July 
23. I was called to attend him and found him 
suffering from what I considered a bilious at- 
tack. I prescribed for him and called fortwo 
Gays. Then his wife advised me not to come 
again but Gray insisted thatI see him the 
Tgilowing day. 1 think he even then 
suspected that everything was not 
right. The next morning 1 wes 
on my way out to the place whenImet Mrs. 
Gray. She told me her husband was much 
better and had sent her in to tell me I need 
not call. The same evening 1 went away to 
the Poplar Bluff Convention. On the follow. 
ing morning, which was Wednesday, a mes- 
senvger came for me. I was away and Dr. 
Kemper was called. He went to Gray’s place 
and found the man in aspasm. The patient 
died the same even ing. As soon as I had re- 
turned from the convention a young farmer 
Hamlin came to me and said: 

** *Doctor,I have a terrible story to tell you, 
— you must swear to keep it quiet for a tew 

ays.’’

Then we called a young jeweler who could be 
trusted, and Hamlin repeated the story to 


him. 
LEARNED SHE BOUGHT ARSENIC.

Heour—His Mental Condition Very Sad 
and His Persenal Appearance Leading 
to the Suspicien That He Had Traveied in 
a Freight Car. 3 1 


Sr. JOSEPH, Aug. 22.— Joseph Levy, the miss- 
ing &t. Louis merchant, is at the present mo- 
ment located at the resiaence of his nephew, 
Felix Levy, 610 South Eleventh street, in this 
city almost unconscious of his surround- 
ings and labaring under the im- 
pression that he is still in St. Louis. 
He is suffering from mental aberration, un 
doubtedly brought on by newous excitement. 
Last night, about 10:30 o’clock, the Levy 
bousehold was startied by a timid and uncer- 
tain knock atthe front door. Going to the 
door, Felix Levy said: 

*‘*‘WHO’S THERE?’’ 

It's me; let me in, was the reply. ‘I’m 
tired and cold.’’ 

„Woll, who is me?’’ inquired Mr. Levy. 

Dont you know your uncle, Felix?’’ an. 
swered the person on the outside. At this 
reply Mr. Levy swung the door open 
and uncle and nephew tell into each 
others’ arms, the late comer proving to be 
Joseph Levy, the missing St. Louls mer- 
chant. The wanderer was assisted into the 
sitting-room, where the family crowded 
around to ply him with questions, but it was 
immediately seen that he was in no 
condition to answer. Of all the famil- 
lar faces present he recognized but 
one that of Felix Levy. His appearance indi- 
cated along and aimiess wandering since he 
left St. Louis. His linen was soiled and his 
bands eus and biackened. His gold eye 
giasses and his watch were in their 
proper places, the latter being 
wound up and running, but his pockets 


were empty ofany money. Everything about 
him indicated that his mode * from 
St. Louis was of the roughest kind, and the 
theory of his relatives is that he made the en- 
tire distance on a freight train. Kind 
bands laid the - demented man on a 
convenient couch, removed his outclothing 
and bathed his hands and face, the 
sufferer patiently submitting to all that was 
done for him only occasionally murmur- 
img incoherent sentences relative to the 
he had passed through while 
journey. My head, he 
murmur. The men on the 
train danced so and kept up such a noise they 
made mesick.’’ Again he would complain of 
the food he had eaten, and at times his mind 
reverted to business and he would inguire 
why Felix was not at work, imagin- 
lag himself still in St. Louis, and at 
x period when Felix Levy was in 
his employ.. After being cared for he was 
Piaced in bed and gradually sank into a 
troubled sleep, awakening at intervals until 
this morning, when he partook of sligh® re- 
freshments. When he awoke this morning 
his mind was somewhat clearer and he 
recognize various members 
family, but is still ignorant 
of where he really le, baing under the impres- 
sion that he is in St. Louis, but expressing no 
surprise that hisnephews and nieces should 
bethere. Whena reporter called at the resi 
dence he found the family visibly affected by 
the misfortune of their relative, whom 
they looked on as a father. 
COULD NOT BE SEEN. 

Miss Edith Levy met the reporter at the door 
and atonee declared the impossibility. of her 
uncle being interviewed, the entire 
family vieing with one another in endeav- 
ing to keep. the household as quiet as 
possible, as Mr. Levy was suffering from se- 
vere nervous prostration and started wildly 
atevery unusual noise. Felix Levy, nephew 
of the sick man, volunteered to give any in- 
formation in his power in regard to the mys- 
tery surrounding his relative and expressed 
considerable indignation over a pubiication 
which appeared in a St. Louis morning 
paper, and which he stated was written 
with very little regard for the truth. 

Here is one paragraph which you can see 
ig written without knowledge of the facts, 
said Mr. Levy, reading as follows from the 
article. *‘‘Mr. Levy is invisible to his 
friends and inaccessibie to Ser- 
tain creditors owing to the fuct 
that after having contracted debts of bonor at 
the gambling table which he had not the 
funds to pay, and his drafts upon the house 
of which he was a. partner given to cover 

having been dishon- 
was evidently seized with 
panic, and rather than 
face the gentleman who has his paper he has 
taken the desperate alternative either of sui- 
eide or sensational filght.’ The fact is, my 
uncie is of avery nervous temperament, and 
July and August being the busiest 
months ofthe year with his house he has 
everworked himself, and this overwork has 
led to a temporary aberration. When his 
mind gave way he probably had but one idea 
left, and that was to go home; that is here. 
Through his four days’ wandering he 
has kept that object in view. He 
penniless when re came dere. 
and my idea from his appearance 
is that he came the entire distance on a freight 
train. The statement that my uncle support- 
ed a sister and two children and himself 
is not true, as the sister referred to is my 
mother. She was left in good circumstances 
when my father died, ang Uncle Joseph 
Was never called upon to assist her in any 
way. Uncle played poker, but no more than 
other gentlemen in bis station in life. He has 
been a member of the St. Louis Har- 
monie Club for twenty-four years and there 
found recreation in cards. The tory of nis 
@iMoculty attheclub on Sunday last and the 
refusaleft Mr. Baum to honor his draft are 
equally untrue. My mother aud younger 
brother went to St. Louis on Wednesday to 
ascertain the cause of Uncile’s 
trouble and returned after a con- 
ference with Mr. Baum, who was much 
affected over the disappearance of his partner 
and nad offered a reward for information as 
to his whereabouts. The idea that uncle’s 
brother-in-law and business partner would 
not honor his check for $600 is absurd. Itele- 
graphed Mr. Baum last night of uncle’s 
arrival here, and he will reach St. Joseph 
to-night. Dr. Doyle has been called to attend 
Mr. Levy. He pronounces him weak in body 
and mind, though he thinks the mental 
disorder arises from physical troubles and 
that the patient will soon recover his mental 
faculties.’’ 
INFORMATION RECEIVED HERE. 

The first infor:nation received in the city of 
the appearance of Joseph Levy in St. Joseph 
was contained in a telegram delivered te 
Joseph Baum, Mr. Levy’s  pbrotner-ia- 
law, at his home, 1819 Rutger street, 
at 1 o’clock this morning. The telegram 
was as follows: 

Sr. JOSEPH, Mo., Aug. 21.—Joseph Levy is 
here with us. Come at once. Felix Levy. 

Mr. Baum telegrapbed for further par- 
ticulars. 6 may go to St. 
Joseph to- night, though he was 
not decided this morning. Hesaid that Mr. 
Levy is with relatives and isin as good hands 
there as he would be here. 

Mr. Levy disappeared on Monday morning. 
He went out of the Jos. Baum & Co. store—in 
which he is part owner—te drink with 
a customer from De Soto, Mo.

THE NEUATORR MONEY MARKET.

interest. Loans were made yesterday and to- 
day at 643 and 7 per cent, and in some cases 
advances were obtained at 6 percent. The 
independence of 88. Louis was shown 
by the fact that while short loans were being 
negotiated in New York atthe rate of 186 per 
cent, the rate in this city never roso above 7 
per cent, and this was obtained in only a few 
instances, 64 being the general rate. There 
was some attempt made to  ¢reate 
the impression that the money market 
was phenomenally tight by parties who were 
short of wheat, with the hope that the market 
would break in consequence, but inguiry 
among the bankers and brokers proved that 
thiswas not true. For five or six weeks the 
St. Louis money market has been 
tighter than is usual at this season of 
the pear, but this was caused dy facts entirely 

independent of the New York stock market. 
The amount of whest carried by St. Louis in- 

vestors has been much largerthan usual, as 
much of the*wheat that was formerly carried 

by Chicago is now handled ju thiscity. The 
flax crops, which is in ordinary seasons not 
received before September, is now coming in, 

and alarge amount of money is required to 
carry this. For these reasons, and not on ac- 

count of the New York — market, money 
is believed to be tight. ankers and brokers 
stated that it was no tighter yesterday than it 
has been for a week or ten days. 
and the felief of the stringency in 
New Torx, which took place this morning, 
had no appreciabie effect on the local mar- 
ket. Brokers state that the fact was well rec- 
ognized thatthe stringency was only tem- 
porary. According to their account it 
was d uo to the demand 
small borrowers for funds to carry 
stocks tor a few days only. These 
stocks, largely railroad securities, are not 
speculated in to any extentin 8t. Louis, and 
the demand for short loans is comparatively 
insignificant. The news that the Government 
had called $20,000,000 of bonds due in 1891 at 
par, and interest, making the rate about 
$1044, and that Drexel, Morgan & Co. had 
sold $9,000,000 worth, coupied with the in- 
formation that the interest rate had fallen to 
30 per cent prevented anything like a rise in 
thie market, but so little influence had the 
New York stringency upon St. Louis there was 
no fall, and money continued as if nothing 
unusual bad happened.

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“CRUSHED 10 DEATH. 
FATAL ACCIDENT suet eh ON THE 
MERCHANTS’ BRIDGE RAILROAD WORK. 


A Pile-Driving Hammer Weighiag 2,000 
Peunds Falls Over Fifty Feet Onto a 
Manin a Pit—Death Instantaneous and 
Painless—Explanations as to How the 
Accident Happened. 


A frightful accident occurred this morning 
about 8 o’clock at the corner of the Levee and 
Plum streets. Men in the employ of the con- 
tracting firm of Taylor, Lures & Oo. 
are at work there driving piles 
for the elevated portion of the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge Terminal Railway Co., and 
E. Neidig, one of these men, was struck on 
the head by a2,000-pound weight attached to 
a pile-driver and crushed to death. Square 
holes about 10x10 feet in area and 12 feet deep 
are excavated and in these piles are driven. 
Then rows of three piles euch are 
driven ln one hole. The workmen were 
engaged to-day in driving these piles in one 
of the pita and they had already partly driven 
down two piles in the first row and were pre- 
paring to commence work on the third pile of 
the row when the accident occurred, 

According tothe story of Albert Rawson, 
the acting foreman, they had just moved the 
pile driver over from the second pile to above 
the place where the third was to be driven. 
Neldig was in the pit removing the peg which 
marked the place where the pile was to be 
driven, and excaveting a slight hole so the 
pile could be placed in position. The other 
men were bauling over a log to be driven 


as a pile and getting everything in 
readiness for the work when in some manner 
the iron weight of the driver slipped from the 
lead and fell like a shot into the pit. Neidig 
was directly underneath it and the enermous 
iron bammer, weighing 2,000 pounds and 
coming with the impetus of a fall of fifty feet, 
struck the unfortunate workman across the 
back of the head and shoulders and crushed 
him to the earth. 2 
HE HAD NO PAIN. 

Itthrew him to the earth face downward 
and he was found in that position with the 
huge iron weight on top of him by his fellow 
workinen an instant later when they rushed 
to the pit to learn what damage had been 
done by the accident. He was already dead, 
having never known what killed nim. The 
tool with which he had been digging was bent 
and crushed andthe poor fellow’s bat was 
flattened like acoin and ground into pleces. 
The Coroner was notified sometime after the 
happening and the body was taken to the 
morgue.. 

Neidig was known among his fellow-work- 
men as Dutch. He was a iaboring man, 20 
vears of age and unmarried. He boarded on 
Ferry street, but his parents reside in Spring- 
field, Mo. In the latter pars of June, Neidig¢ 
entered the employ of Taylor, Lutes & Co. 
The pile driver on which the accident occurred 
has a ‘‘lead’’ of 37 feet and as the pit is 12 or 
13 feet deep, the full fall of the hammer was 
50 feet. 

No very satisfactory explanation of the 
accident can be given. Acting Foreman Raw- 
son says he saw the hammer felling just as it 
reached the dottom of the lead, bat did 
not think atthe time that Neidig was in the 
pit or he would have cried out to him to warn 
him ot his danger. This would have done no 

ood, however, a8 Neidig could not possibly 

ave got from under it in time to avoid the 
biow, for the weight comes like a 
shot and was only afew feet above the un- 
fortunate workman then. The theory Rawson 
and the chief foreman of the work give is, that 
in some manner, by hauling logs y the pit 
with the pile driver, the piece of antling, 
known as the toggle, which holds the 
hammer in position at the top of the lead; was 
moved from under the weight and the im- 
mense picce of iron fell. 

NOT A VERY CLEAR EXCUSE. 

They assert that all workmen have positive 
Instructions to under no circumstances get 
under the hammer, no matter in what posi- 
tion it may be, and they allege that Neidig 
should have stood to one side while digging 
the hole forthe pile. This would make dig- 
ging rather awkward, and if the weight fell it 
would at least strike his shovel and 
probably have injured him tosome extent 
anyway. Amuch safer plan would appear to 
be notte have moved the hammer above the 
place for the pile until the hole had been dug 
for it and things were in readiness 
for the hammer to be used. Some people 
allege that the driver was really above the 
second pile when the accident occurred, and 
that asmall piece oflog had been plaeed on 
top ofthe pile to drive it down further. The 
bammer felland struck this log once, but in 
the second fall it missed and glanced and hit 
Neidig. The workman all denythis story, 
however.

MORE LETTER CABRIEBS. 


Eighteen Men te Be Added to the St. Louis 
Force—Some Improvements. 


The St. Louis letter carrier force is to be in- 
creased about October 1, by the addition of 
eighteen men. This has been practically 
deciaed on, the inspector sent here las 
June to investigate having recom- 
mended that number. It is proposed to 


inaugurate a new system of registered letter 
delivery when these men are added. At pres- 
ent registered letters are delivered with or- 
dinary letters by the regular carriers. In the 
business portion of the city this seriously de- 
lays the carriers, as it is there the larger num- 
ber of registered letters are delivered and it 
ia there that the ordinary mall is heavi- 
est. It is proposed to establish two 
routes in the business section for carriers who 
will deliver registered mail exclusively. This 
will rellewe the other carriers ofa great bur- 
den and they will be able to perform thelr 
legitimate work more expeditiously. 

Two men will be added to the collection 
force and four to the letter delivery squad of 
the main office. Two new men will be added 
to the force of Station A (North St. Louis), 
turee to the force of Station B (South St. 
Louis) and two horsemen and three footmen 
to the force of Station C (West St. Louis). 
This is about the distribution that will be 
made of the dozen and a half; it 
is 80 decided, but there may de 
changes. With eighteen additional men 
better service can be given in some 
directions where the service has been poor 
owing to a lack of men, but the number is 
smalier than was expected. 

The new carriers will be appointed from the 
list of men who have passed the civil service 
examination and stand highest on the list of 
elegibles.

Arkansas—The game laws of the State of 
Arkansas, as revised by the last General As- 
sembly, permit the killing of game as follows: 
Deer, August 1 to February 1; turkey, Sep- 
tember 1 to May 1; prairie chicken, September 
1 to February 1; quail, October lto Maroh 1. 
Citizens of the State have the right to kill any 
wild or undomesticated animal upon their 
premises destroying, or Ju the act of destroy- 
ing, their crops. Game of no kind can be 
shipped out of the State. Non-residents are 
prohibited from killing game im, the State. 
Missouri—Deer, October 1 to February I; 
turkey, September 15 to March 1; prairie 
chicken, August 15 to February 1; quail, Qoto- 
ber 1 to January 1; woodcock, July 1 to January 
10; doves, meadow larks and plover, August 1 
to February 1. There is no closed season on 
water fowls of any kind in this State. 
Illinois—vinnated grouse or prairie chicken, 
September 15to November 1; deer and wild 
turkey, September 1 to January I; quail and 
ruffed grouse, pheasart or partridges, October 
1 to December 1; woodcock, July 15 to Sep- 


tember 15; wild duck, geese, brant, swan and 
other water fow!, September 15 to April 15. 

Kansas—Prairie chicken and ruffed grouse, 
September 1 to January 1;quail, November 1 
to January I. 

lowa—Prairie chicken, September 1 to De- 
cember 1; ruffed grouse, quail and wild 
turkey, October 1 to January 1; deer, Septem- 
ber 1 to January 1; woodcock, July 10 to Janu- 
ary 10; wild ducks, geese, brant, etc., August 
15 to May 1. 

Nebraska—Grouse, August 15 to February 1; 
quall and wild turkey, October to December 1; 
deer, elk, buffalo, antelope aad mountain 
sheep, October 1 to January 1. 


Foolish Betting. 


From the New York Sun. 

‘‘Wohy are race-goers 80 gullible as to accept 
almost any oddsa man cares to mark on his 
board about a favorite?““ was the query of a 
well-known New York bookmaker, returning 


from Monmouth Park course, on Thursday 
last, with a cool $2,000 profit in his pockets as 
the result of his day"s work. 

This remark should set those who play 
the horses, whether for pleasure or profit, to 
figuring a trifle in future before they make 
their investments. The race in which the 
bookmaker referred to made most of his 
money was the handicap in which the 3-year- 
old coit Torso was called upon to give several 
fair handicap horsesa lot of weight a couple 
of years and a beating. The public fell over 
each other to get its money on 
the 3-year-old at odds on, but had they hesi- 
tated a moment their good money would have 
remained in their pockets. The 3-year-olds in 
the past ten years that could give away a lot 
of weight to older horses in distances over a 
mile and win can be counted on the fingers of 
one hand. Luke Blackburn was one and 
Hanover in the zenith of his powers was 
another. Miss Woodford belonged to the 
same Class, but not in such marked degree 
as the others. Even good colt as Judge 
Morrow is, he was beaten at Westchester 
while endeavoring to accomplish this task, 
and later on, at Monmouth Park, again sut- 
fered defeat whiletrying te do a like feat. 
Then, when it is taken into consideration 
that Torso bad won but one race this year, it 
will be seen thatthe talent were most fool- 
hardy in permiiting themselves to be 
caught in such a manner. Torso was at @ 
talse price, but the bookmakers knew that, 
with his Lorillard stake honors fresh upon 
him, he would be heavily supported, 
and when one of them ventured to post (tos 
that was the signal for a rush. he other 
pencillerstoox the cue and laid alike figure, 
and the harvest was begun. It will be easily 
remembered that lerso was last in the race, 
the winner, My Fellow, whoon his previous 
race should have been3orétol, going beg- 
ging at 10 to 1. False odds is the rule every 
day at Monmouth. 


Hearst’s Stock Farms. 


Senator Hearst hastwofarmsin San Louis, 
Obispo County, the largest one being on San 
Simeon Bay. The smaller of the two is located 
a few miles from Cambria, and comprises 
2,500 acres. The large ranch is devoted to the 


breeding of cattle and heavy horses, while 
the Cambria farm is the breeding place of 
thoroughbreds and trotters. There the well- 
known stallions Surinam, Cheviot, Jim Brown 
and imported San Simeon are located, 
with about forty thoroughbred mares of 
selected strains of choice blood. This year 
twenty-three mares had colts, ten of them by 
Jim Brown, and seven by Cheviot, the im- 
ported Australlan anda tull brother to Mr. 
Haggin’s famous Sir Modred. There is one 
thing very pecaliar about Jim Brown—he gets 
nothing but fillies. In 1839 he produced seven, 
and there is not a colt in this year’s crop of 
ten. They are all race horses, though, and 
good game ones at that. They bear 
a family resemblance, are easily handled, 
and have fine legs. Surinam will be remem- 
bered as the winner of the Tidal Stakes and 
Derby at tbe Blood Horse spring meeting in 
1888. He was subsequentiy brought East and 
won a race, but went wrong under Allen's 
training methods and had to be retired. It is 
said that he has developed into a wonderfully 
fue horse and isa model of a sire, and his 
breeding insures him success ia the stud, for 
he is by Joe Hooker, out of Addie C, the dam 
of Narcola, Ballotbox and other game and 
speedy runners, There ure a number of his 
colts at the ranch, al! big, lusty youngsters. 


Money Lost in Ferfeits. 


The whims of fortune on the turf are as 
capricious and as variable as the wind. 
Take the Junior Champion Stakes, won by 
Strathmeath, an an instance, In that race 
Green B. Morris had two nominations, Strath- 


meath and Cerberus, yet he carried off the 
$25,000 plum. Byron McClileliand had but one 
nomination, Sallle McClelland, and Sallie 
captured second money, amounting to the 
value of an or jinary stake, and lost the race by 
but a few inches. Mr. Belmont’s Potomac was 
third, but he was not the millionaire banker’s 
only entry by any means, as forfeits for ten 
colts and fillies were paid. Dwyer Brothers 
had sixteen entries, and of that lot not one 
came to the post. The forfeits, amounting to 
more than $1,000, will figure up instable ex- 
penses just the same as though the Brooklyn 
turfmen were having their wonted success this 
year.
